NEW YORK—(AP)—Gen. MacArthur's former chief of 


intelligence has accused six newspapermen of "inaccurate, 
Biased and prejudiced" reporting of the Korean war, and 
charged their writings gave aid and comfort to the Com- 
munists. 


The officer is retired Maj. Gen. Charles A. Willoughby. 
In an article in the December issue of Cosmopolitan mag- 


azine, Willoughby named the six individual newspapermen 
and also criticized three news-magazines. He said they "ap- 
peared to go out of their way to create defeatist thought pat- 
terns, and to belittle the country's armed forces." 


Newspaper coverage of the 


war, Willoughby said, may 
3Mve been the major factor in 
President Truman's decision 
to fire Gen. MacArthur. 


"I am convinced the nuance 


of defeat created an atmos- 
phere of tension, uneasiness 
and distrust between Tokyo 
and Washington. This is be- 
lieved to have been the major 
cause of the MacArthur-Tru- 
man split."

Sharp denials immediately came 


from the newspapermen whom 
Willoughby identified by name.

ald-Tribune; Hal Boyle, war corre-

Called Inaccurate 


"During the most difficult days 


in 
Korea," Willoughby 
wrote, 


"these men were often inaccurate, 
biased, prejudiced and petulant; 


iey confused an unhappy public, 


corrosive effect of their irre- 


sponsible reporting was equal to 
that of calculated defeatism,, even 
if such Was itft Intended. "Their re- 
porting furnished aid and comfort 
to the enemy." 


Willoughby also cited Time, 


Newsweek, and U. S. News and 
World Report for "inferential, if 
not calculated deception of the 
public."

truth—and then print it. 


The duty of a war reporter on 


the battlefield isn't to gloss over 
disaster or hide the mistakes of the 
top brass. It isn't his duty to burn 
incense before the altar of a two- 
star, self-inflating ego. It is his 
duty to find out what is happening 
in the war—and let the people 
back home know what is happen- 
ing. That is what the soldiers 
themselves want him to do. His 
only restriction is this—never to 
write anything that will threaten 
the actual combat security of the 
troops. 


Hides Own Blunders 


My own feeling is that Gen. WiU 


loughby has taken up a blunder- 
buss against the press to hide his 
own blunders. 


It was—in the opinion of a 


number of trained war correspon- 
dents-en the scene—the reporting 
of Gen. Willoughby himself that 
gave "aid and comfort to the en- 


emy" and let down Gen. Mac- 
Arthur. 


As top intelligence officer it was 


his job to give MacArthur an esti- 
mate of the enemy's capability ' ri- 
der any condition. In the case of 
the Chinese Reds the Tokyo head- 
quarters intelligence staff dismal- 
ly failed to do this. 


Cite* Records 


The White House records of the 


Truman-MacArthur conference on 
Wake Island on Oct. 15, 1950, 
show, that "MacArthur was asked 
what the chances were of Chinese 
or Soviet interference in Korea. 


And MacArthur was quoted in 


reply: 


"Very little. We are no longer 


fearful of their intervention. We 
no longer stand hat in hand. 


"The Chinese have 300,000 men

Next President Should Have 
a Good Majority in Senate 


Senator Dirksen, who will run the Taft campaign in 


his home state of Illinois, also will have a big hand in direct- 
ing the Republicans' 1952 drive to win control of the senate. 
It's not an easy assignment 
Every two years one-third of the senate—32 seats—nor- 


mally faces the voters. Next year 33 seats are at stake, 
since the unexpired term of the late Senator Chapman of 
Itenfucky must also be filled. 


But the accidental effect of senate election mechanics 


over the years often gives one party or the other a distinct 
advantage in any particular test at the polls. Thus in 1952, 
19 seats, now. occupied by Republicans will be on the block, 
against 14 held by Democrats: But of those 14 Democratic 
berths, six represent states in the solid south where any turn- 
over is highly unlikely. 
* 


This means that the GOP must concentrate all its. ener- 


gies on the.remaining eight Democratic seats at stake. To 
gain minimum control of the senate, they must take three, 
since they;- are now in a 46 to 50 minority. Five more, for a 
total of 5i, would be necessary for a fair working margin. 


Dirksen lists Connecticut, Maryland, Michigan, West 


Virginia, Kentucky, New Mexico, Arizona and Wyoming as 
the eight states from which he hopes the GOP may win the 
three to five posts they need. - 


Close scrutiny of the list reveals the size of the.. Repub- 


licans' problem. In-.Wyoming; Democratic Senator O'Ma- 
honey has been in the saddle continuously since 1934. New 
Mexico's Senator Chavez began his tenure in 1935. Sena- 
tors McFarland of Arizona and Kilgore of West Virginia 
have held their posts without interruption since 1941. 


Furthermore, each of these four states has a political 


history with a strong Democratic tinge. That doesn't mean, 
of course, that they rank with the solid south. As a matter 
of fact, Arizona, New Mexico and Wyoming now have Re- 
publican governors. But capturing a senate seat in these 
four spots is plainly no cinch for the GOP. 


Prospects are somewhat brighter in the other four. In 


Michigan, Senator Moody holds by appointment the seat 
formerly occupied by the late Senatpr Vandenberg. for more 
than 20 years. GOP chances here must be rated good, 
though. Moody has the advantage which goes with incum- 
bency: he can make the papers more easily than an oppo- 
nent. 


The Connecticut seat held by Senator Benton also has a 


Republican history. It was lost when Senator Baldwin re- 
signed in 1949, and Benton managed to squeeze by narrowly 
last year in a short-term election. 


Maryland's recent Republican trend—it put in a GOP 


governor and senator last year—must inevitably give encour- 
agement to Dirksen and his colleagues. But Senator O'Con- 
nor, a member of the Kefauver committee now winding up 
his first term, may be hard to beat. Maryland is a border 
state, and such territory never can be ranked as easy" Re- 
publican ground. 


Kentucky, another border state, is less promising. It 


seldom elects a Republican to major office, though it has

grown and the big toe presses into 
the shoe. It is also usually ad- 
vised ' that- the 
growing child 


should have a.shoe with a straight 
inner margin and a roomy toe.- 


Unless there is already some- 


thing wrong with the foot} =any 
competent shoe salesman can help 
the mother to find a properly fit- 
ting shoe. 


So far M exercise is concerned. 


most children avoid the besetting 
sin of grownups, namely of stand- 
ing stiU in one place too long or 
sitting for a long time. The fact 
that children run, jump and skip 
so much is certainly good for the 
feet. 


SPECIAL EXERCISES 


• It does not hurt children—and it 
is often helpful for grownups—to 
have special exercises for the feet. 
Walking around a rug on the outer 
border of the feet strengthens the 
arches, ankles and legs. 


Trying to pick up the edge of 


the rug, a pencil or marbles with 
the toes is also a good exercise. 
Doing such exercises as these for 
a few minutes each day will save 
much trouble. 


The National Foot Health Coun- 


cil recommends the 
following 


foot health rules: Bathe the feet 
daily, using a good soap; after 
the foot bath use powder on the 
fee't and in the shoes and hosiery; 
wear shoea that are roomy and 
have felxible leather at the toes. 


Prevent foot infections; don't 


put shoea on without hosiery; don't 
walk barefooted on floors or pave- 
ments; have your feet examined 
at least once a year.

."Some of the players in 'our club 


freeze the pack when there is 
no pack to freeze," complains a 
St. Louis correspondent. "For ex- 
ample, the other night one of these 
men picked up a frozen pile and 
made a couple of melds. His first 
discard—with no discard pile in 
sight—was a deuce. 


"Is there any reason for such a 


play? Or is it just a matter of 
forcing both sides to live danger- 
ously in the hope that their nerves 
will give way first? When a pair 
of men play against a pair of 
women and the- men keep the pack 
frozen all the time, it looks to me 
as though it's just a battle of 
nerves rather than a game of 
skill." 


There is something in what my 


correspondent says. Courage and 
steady nerves are needed when a 
frozen pack grows bigger and big- 
ger. I wouldn't say that men had 
f monopoly on those qualities; at 
least not when it comes to a game 
of Canasta. 


If your opponents insist on 


freezing the pack practically all 
the time, it ig very likely that one 
side or the other is playing fool- 
ishly. Perhaps you are melding 
too much from your hand, thus 
leaving yourself with only a few 
cards in your hand. This prac- 
tically invites the opponents to 
freeze the pack. 


The only other reasonable as- 


sumption is that the oppoents are 
freezing in situations that are un- 
favorable for a freeze. If that is 
the case, you and your partner 
can punish them by just sitting 
tight and playing well. Try to 


keep calm even though the pack 
is frozen. 


The first question is interesting 


also. Does it ever pay to discard 
a wild card as the very first card 
of a discard pile? Yes. This is 
often the correct play. 


For example, suppose you have 


picked up a large pack. Obvi- 
ously, you wil have no trouble 
finding eafe discards. Bvlt what 
about your partner? If he has a 
short hand—say only five or six 
cards—he may be in very hot wa- 
ter. An immediate freeze may be 
in order to protect your partner. 


As a matter of fact, if your side 


froze the pack that you have just 
picked up, it is likely that you 
have a situation that is favorable 
to freezing. And in that case 
what can be wrong about re- 
freezing the pack at the earliest 
possible opportunity?

The babies were bora Sept. 16.

The Brodies live 
in a trailer home with their three 
other children. 


The hospital doctors said they 


found it very difficult to conduct 
diagnostic tests on the babies be- 
cause of their heart conditions. 
They must be placed in oxygen 
tents frequently, the doctors said, 


and have a tendency to turn blue. 
However, they are not co-called 
"blue babies," the hospital said. 


Not Eno*gh Skull 


The mechanical difficulty of sep- 


arating them, since they were not 
born with enough skull covering 
for both, "was not a determining 
factor in the decision," a hospital 
spokesman said. 


"Had their been no heart condi- 


tion, surgery would have been un- 
dertaken," he stated. 


There has been no decision on 


whether the babies will remain at 
the hospital or return to East Mo- 
line. Their immediate condition, 
the spokesman said, 'Is still good." 


They now weigh a total of 18& 


pounds, some three and a half 
pounds more than when they were 
admitted to the hospital Oct 31. 


Tests showed the babies, named 


Roger Lee and Rodney Dee, have 
separate circulatory systems and 
separate brains.

well as in the papers. His present 
article is as misleading and inac- 
curate as were some of his intelli- 
gence reports." 


Blgart'B Answer 


Bigart, cabling from Paris, sale 


his criticisms had been directed 
against MacArthur and Willough- 
by, not the army as such. He re- 
plied: 


"General MacArthur and his

cism, whether from a war corre- 
"aondent or the resident of the 
United States.

Boyle's Statement 


Boyle said American intelligence

I still think, that our intelligence 
was tragically bad. Gen. Willough- 
hy, naturally, feels otherwise. In 
this case, the events give the 
.answer—the troops ran into a 
complete surprise, and were de- 
cisively beaten back. Generalities 
about 'bias and prejudice' cannot 
outweigh the hard facts of defeat 
and the cold statistics of losses. 
It was not 'bias and prejudice' 


£Shat rolled the army back across 


thousands of square miles of lost 
ground." 


Tell of Event* 


These events took place a year 


ago at this time. The sequence 
Was this: 


By early October, the North 


Korean army had been smashed 
into splinter-groups which were 
retreating. 


In

October, the

Chinese troops were encountered. 
They were in small numbers, and 
the Chinese Red government said 
they 
were "volunteers." 
They 


halted the U.N. forward move- 
ment. 


Then there was a lull for three 


weeks, during which the main 
force of Chinese disappeared. 


On Nov. 20, MacArthur launch- 


ed the "Home-By-Chnstmas" of- 
fensive. It was immediately stop- 
«. Three days later, the army 


i in full retreat, with some 


units totally cut off- It fell back to 
a line below Seoul before it could 
regroup. 


Blame Winonghby 


War 
correspondents on 
the 


front, in analyzing the causes of 
the setback, mainly blamed Amer- 
icaft intelligence. They said Will- 
oughby had reported only 60,000 
to 80,000 Chinese troops in Korea,

whereas, actually tome 300,000 
hit the U.N. army. 


In summing up hi* view of the 


intelligence situation, Willoughby'i 
article said "full intelligence was 
lacking—in Washington, Tokyo 
and at the front in Korea"—be- 
cause "Washington had declared 
the Yalu river was a barrier for 
any kind of aerial flight." He add- 
ed: "In other words, it forbade 


tactical reconnaisance for political 
reasons. Otherwise normal air ob- 
servation would have disclosed 
the density of troop and vehicular 
movement from the great Man- 
churian military centers. The 
entry of Communist China was a 
piece of political intelligence; it 
became military only at the point 
of collision." 


Why? 


Boyle asked: "Why was the 


enemy able unerringly to pick th* 
weak spots in the U.N. line, while 
the Allied attackers were unable 
even to locate with certainty the 
general areas where the Reds had 
concentrated their strength?" 


Willoughby's reply says enemy 


agents, filtering through the lines 
as "refugees," supplied the Infor- 
mation. As to UN efforts to obtain 
behind-the-lines information, he 
said: 'The UN forces used an tne 
conventional tricks—air reconnai- 
sance, secret agents, parachutists 
etc. However, one does not im- 
provise such services overnight 
The Far East command had not 
previously been responsible for 
Korea and Manchuria." 


Cannot Disguise Fact 


Bigart's response from Paris to- 


day, said this: 


"Willoughby cannot disguise the 


fact that a little over a year ago, 
MacArthur ordered Ihe ill-starred 
offensive that promptly backfired 
into a major defrat. This offensive 
was undertaken by MacArthur 
only three weeks after our troops 
had been thrown back by the 
surprise entry of Chinese forces. 
It was undertaken without first 
buttoning up our units scattered 
across Northern Korea. 


"A huge gap existed between 


the corps in Northwest Korea and 
the corps in Northeast Korea and 
view of the known fact that large 
numbers of Chinese had invaded 
Korea, this disposition of troops 
was crazy. There weren't enough 
troops to fill the holes. 


"After the debacle, Willoughby 


claimed he knew all along there 
had been an enormous buildup of 
Chinese forces in Manchuria dur- 
ing August and September. In an 
article in Stars and Stripes Will- 
oughby said he knew, on Nov. 16, 
that there were 850,000 Chinese 
troops in Manchuria and Korea. 
But right up t» Nov. 21, corres- 
pondents at MacArthur's head- 
quarters were told that not more 
than 60,000 to 80,000 Chinese had 
crossed the Yalu." 


While the U.N. forces were in 


full retreat, Willoughby charges 
that the correspondents and the 
news magazines exaggerated the 
size of the defeat and the casual- 
ties. He wrote: 


Psychopathic Significance 


"Constant references to tides of 


wounded and overflowing field 
hospitals have almost psychopath- 
ic'significance. With the panting 
eagerness of a sidewalk huckster 
and the unctuous concern of an 
undertaker, the reports (especially 
those of the weekly digests) dwelt 
perversely on the statistic! of 
death." 


"Newsweek was one of the 


worst offenders. Time, occasion- 
ally more reliable, ran a close 
second." 


Executives of the two news 


magazines said they had no com- 
ment. 


Willoughby said Joseph Alsop 


then "enthusiastically joined the 
Greek chorus, chanting disaster in 
lugubrious basso." Alsop had as- 
serted that MacArthur had walked 
into a trap on the Yalu. 


Alsop Report* 


Alsop said in part: 
"I don't believe any of the men 


Gen. Willoughby has seeen fit to 
attack made such a shocking mis- 
take of judgment as the estimate 
of the situation which caused Mac- 
Arthur to report to the president, 
after the Yalu disaster, that he 
could not hold in Korea without 
four additional divisions which did 
not then exist. And this does not 
even touch upon the original error 
in the estimate of the situation 
which was the cause of the Yalu 
disaster." 


Willoughby said the staff of 


intelligence officers in Korea were 
the same ones who had gone 
through the Pacific war without 
any "serious error." His article 
asks: 


"Is it likely that this experi-

Wen Calculated 


Several times, Willoughby as- 


serted that the alleged errors in 
reporting were calculated. 


He says, "it took on the design 


of a calculated system . . . was 
equal to calculated defeatism." 


The same assertion is contained 


in a foreword to the article, 
written by Gen. MacArthur. Mac- 
Arthur said: "The entire effort to 
distort 
and 
misrepresent 
the 


causes leading to the existing 
situation represents one of the 
most scandalous propaganda ef- 
forts to prevert the truth in recent 
times." 


Willoughby singled out the New 


York Herald-Tribune for a sweep- 
ing attack. 


"In addition to Bigart, the en- 


tire Herald-Tribune crowd, with 
the possible exception of the 
beauteous 
Marguerite 
Higgins, 


seemed bent on castigating their 
own army." 


"We Are Pleased" 


The newspaper's foreign editor, 


Frank Kelley, said: "We are 
pleased by Gen. Willoughby's ref- 


etence to our 'beauteous Mar- 
guerite Higgins.' 


"As for Mr. Bigart, he con- 


tinues to be held m the highest 
respect -by his ]ournalistic col- 
leagues. His brilliant frontline re- 
porting in Korea brought to him, 
as to Miss Higgins, the coveted 
Pulitzer prize last spring" 


Willoughby excepted some sec- 


tions of the American press from 
his attack. 


"The great press associations," 


he wrote, "have been generally ac- 
curate and balanced The New 
York Times has published discern- 
ing editorials, notably last De- 
cember in the midst of a wave of 
defeatism. The Hearst papers and 
the Scripps Howard chain have in- 
variably been reliable and well in- 
formed. 


"Grass roots papers like the 


Shreveport Times have often been 
more astute in their news interp- 
retations than many of the great 
metropolitan dailes." 


Editor's Statement 


John O'Connell, editor of Cos- 


mopolitan magazine, a Hearst 
publication, said Willoughby's ar- 
ticle was submitted by his agent, 


and that it was considered for 
several months before publication. 
The agent, Miss Gertrude Algase, 
said the article was part of a 
chapter Irom a book Willoughby 
is writing-. 


Willoughby appeared last night 


on the television program "Dousr- 
las Edwat ds And The News " The 
army officer said the retreat from 
the Yalu "was not a defeat, it was 
not the greatest military disaster 
in the annals of American his- 
tory." 


"It was an ordinary common- 


sense and*skillfully executed with- 
drawal," he said m a filmed por-

No Attempt to Defend 


Willoughby said his article was 


not an attempt to defend any 
errors he might have made, and 
added that he is "completely and 
contemptuously indifferent to per- 
sonal criticism by anybody." 


Boyle, who appeared personally

Navy Plane 
Crashes in 
Ocean, 11 Die 


SAN DIEGO, CALIF. —(AP)— 


A navy PBM (Martin Mariner) 
seaplane plunged into the ocean 
seven miles west of here yesterday, 
carrying 11 airmen to their death. 
It was San Diego's worst military 
plane disaster in a decade. 


In another Southern California 


plane crash, a B-29 bomber burst 
into flames near March air base, 
but its 13-man crew parachuted 
to safety. 


An eyewitness to the PBM crash 


said the plane, a two-engined craft, 
plunged straight downward, hit- 
ting the water with a terrific 
splash. 


The navy said the plane, attach- 


ed to fleet air wing 14, on a routine 
training flight from the San Diego 
naval air station, broke into pieces 
when it struck. It did not burn, but 
soon sank. Cause of the crash was 
not immediately determined. 


Three officers and eight enlisted 


men were aboard. Their names 
were withheld by the navy pending 
notification of the next of kin. 


Four 
bodies 
were 
recovered. 


Search for additional victims will 
be continued today by navy and 
coast guard air-sea rescue craft.

Young men becoming 18 years 


old must register with Selective 
Service within five days of their 
birthday, and failure ta do so 
makes the delinquent 
liable to 


penalty, it was pointed out today 
by CoL Paul G. Armstrong state 
director of Selective Service. 


However, if a man happens to 


be away from home at the time, 
it is not necessary for him to re- 
turn, Col. Armstrong explained. 
He may register at the nearest 
local board and tlje record will be 
sent to the local board having 
jurisdiction over his place of per- 
manent residence, even though the 
latter is in another state. After 
he registers, it is mandatory that 
a registrant keep his local board 
informed of any new address or 
other change in his status, and 
this applies after he becomes 26 
years of age as well as before. 


CoL Armstrong said that non- 


citizens entering the United States 
on a permanent basis are re- 
quired to register at a local board 
within six months following the 
date of their entry. 


The maximum penalty for viola- 


tion of any of the provisions of 
the Selective Service law, Col. 
Armstrong said, is five years in 
prison or a fine of $10,000, or 
both.
